G.SH. 199.—In exercise of the powers conferred by section 7 of the Indian 
Telegraph Act, 1885 (13 of 1885), the Central Government hereby directs that 
with effect from the 1st April, 1958, the following further amendments shall be 
made in the Indian Telegraph Rules, 1951, namely: — 

In the said rules,— 

(T) In clauses (a) (ii) and (b) (i) of rule 434, for the words and figures 
“Rs. 23/10” and “Rs. 10/14” wherever they occur, the words "rupees 
twenty three and sixty two naye paise” and "rupees ten and eighty 
seven naye paise” shall respectively be substituted; 

(2) in clauses (a) (11) and (b) (i) of rule 435 ( for the words and figures 
“Rs. 23/10” and “Rs. 10/14” wherever they occur, the words “rupeea 
twenty three and sixty two naye paise” and “rupees ten and eighty- 
seven naye paise” shall respectively be substituted.

following further amendments in the Indian Telegraph Rules, 1951, namely:—
